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PCC candidate in 
complaint row 
with police chief 
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Allez! Residents 
called on to help 
conker France 
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Tyre vandal’s 'senseless* 
act led to driver’s death

POLICE are hunting for the vandal who 
slashed a woman’s car tyre which 
caused her to crash on a busy dual 
carriageway, killing her. 

In what is thought to be the first case of 
its kind, Northamptonshire Police and 
the Crown Prosecution Service are inves¬ 
tigating Joanna Smith’s death as 
manslaughter. 

Mrs Smith, 32, of Wilks Walk, Grange 
Park, Northampton, was driving 
between 60-70mph eastbound on the 
A45 when she lost control of her Honda 
Jazz, on April 10 at 8.45am, near Earls 
Barton. 

Scientific examination showed that the 
rear passenger side wheel of her vehicle 
had been deliberately punctured before 
she set off on her way to work at the Co- 
Op Pharmacy in Irchester. 

Tyres on three other cars in the direct 
vicinity of Mrs Smith’s home had also 
been punctured during the night of bank 
holiday Easter Monday. 

Her car was parked in a communal car 
park close to Budgens in Grange Park, 
Northampton - a spot where young 
people are known to congregate. 

Speaking to the Herald & Post, 
Detective Chief Inspector Martin 
Kinchin said it was more than likely that 
young people had been involved in the 
vandalism and that those responsible 
live in either Grange Park, Roade or 
Wootton.

He added that it is not thought Mrs 
Smith, a pharmacist who is originally 
from Poznan in Poland, was specifically 
targeted but was a ‘tragic victim of sense¬ 
less vandalism’. Her husband John Smith 
is a former sports reporter at the 
Northants Telegraph. 

DCI Kinchin, of the East Midlands 
Special Operations Unit Major Crime 
team who is leading the manslaughter 
investigation, said: “We would like the 
person who did this to come forward; 


they did not intend for this to happen. 
But that is quite a big ask. 

“It is not something someone would 
necessarily do on their own. If anti-social 
behaviour is the motivation then it was 
likely done to see the annoyance of the 
person whose car had been damaged. 

“It is likely they were with other people 
and we would ask those people to exam¬ 
ine their consciences. They might not 
want to admit they were there but this

anti-social behaviour of minor 
damage has caused the death 
of somebody. 

“Anyone committing this 
kind of crime needs to stop 
and think about the potential 
consequences of their actions. 
Joanna’s death shows that 
people can and do die from 
this kind of criminal damage.” 

He said the tyre would have 
been substantially deflated 
before she embarked on her 
journey but as she was the 
only person in the car, would 


not necessarily have seen the 
rear wheel when she got in the 
vehicle. 

Police are also investigating 
similar incidents of tyres on 
four cars being damaged dur¬ 
ing the night of July 30, in 
Bailey Brooks Lane and Hyde 
Close in Roade.

A MAN hoping to become the 
county’s first Police and Crime 
Commissioner has made an 
official complaint to the police 
about the chief constable. 

Matt Stockdale is hopeful the 
investigation into Deputy Chief 
Constable Suzette Davenport 
and Chief Constable Adrian Lee 
will come to an end before the 
election on November 15. 

Mr Stockdale, of East 
Hunsbury, Northampton, who is 
standing as an Independent, 
would not reveal the nature of 
the complaint apart from the fact 
that it affected his ‘investments’.

investigation would have an 
affect on his ability to do the job

also included in that complaint. 

“It is an active investigation and 
is being overseen by the chief 
constable of Essex Police. All I 
can say is that the conduct of the

CONKER players from across the county are 
being called on to take part in the French 
Championships after the Northamptonshire- 
hosted world competition was cancelled for a 
second year. 

The annual event, which has been going since 
1965, staged by Ashton Conker Club, was called 
off last year due to the bad weather. But this time 
a lack of a venue means the October 14 extrava¬ 
ganza will not go ahead. 

Former Wellingborough resident Stuart 
Edwards moved across the Channel 22 years ago 
to run a pub, and is now president of the French 
National Conker Federation and is calling on 
players in the county to head to the continent to 
enter the tournament. 

The two reigning world champions in the adult 
divisions are both from the county. Ray Kellock of 
Rushden was crowned the winner of the 2010 
championship when it was held in Polebrook, 
while Blisworth resident Wendy Bradford won the 
women’s round. 

Mr Edwards said: “The French love to beat the 
English at their own game, such as football and 
rugby, and conkers is no different. 

“I’m disappointed and surprised the world 
championships has been cancelled again. 

“Previously the winner of the French 
Championships has always been to England to 
represent the country in the world champi¬ 
onships. 

“The French national event has become a big 
thing with 200-300 participants, so if anyone is 
missing conkers in Northamptonshire and needs 
to play in a big tournament, get on a low-cost 
airline and come over here.” 

Richard Howard, chairman of the committee 
and chief umpire, said: “Unfortunately the village 
of Southwick did not feel it could host the event 
as it was too big. 

“It was all arranged and it all fell through. We 
will be holding it next year. It’s just one of those 
things really. 



“We need to recruit more people to help out. If 
anybody wants to get involved with planning for 
next year we would love to hear from you.” 

The 22nd French National Conker 
Championships is on October 6 in the village of 
Abjat-sur-Bandiat, in the Dordogne region.

Flat fall man was four 
times over drink limit

A MAN who died after falling 
from scaffolding at flats where 
he lived was around four times 
the drink-drive limit at the time 
of the incident. 

David Wilson Stewart, 47, 
formerly of Quartercroft, Weston 
Favell, Northampton, was found 
on grass at the bottom of the 
premises on Sunday, June 3 at 
around 7pm but was unable to be 
saved by emergency services. He 
was later confirmed dead at 
Northampton General Hospital. 

An inquest at Northampton 
Magistrates’ Court yesterday 
revealed that the cause of death 
was extensive liver lacerations, 
multiple rib fractures and trauma 
caused by the fall. 

But a report by Dr David Fattah, 
who carried out the post mortem, 



added that an examination of Mr 
Stewart’s blood revealed that he 
had 329 milligrams of alcohol per 
100 millilitres of blood, making 
him almost four times the drink- 
drive limit. 

Neighbour Bev Lawrence, who 
lives in the same block of flats, 
said she had seen Mr Stewart 
minutes before the fall when he 
came to her home twice to speak 
to his on-off partner Linda 
Norwood who was visiting her at 


the time. She recalled that Mr 
Stewart went outside with Ms 
Norwood and overheard a con¬ 
versation during which she asked 
him for the keys to her flat. 

When Ms Lawrence got a third 
knock at her door, she thought it 
was going to be Mr Stewart again. 

Instead it was another resident 
who told her that Mr Stewart was 
outside being treated. 

Robin Bullimore, who was in his 
ground floor flat at the time, said 
he recalled seeing a shadow pass 
by his window before hearing a 
large thud. 

He went outside, spotted Mr 
Wilson and called an ambulance. 

Coroner Anne Pember said: “I 
am not sure that this man made a 
decision to end his life but I also 
cannot presume that this was an 
accident. Therefore, after a great 
deal of thought I have recorded an 
open verdict.” 


Inquest opened into ‘body in field’ death 


AN inquest has been opened into the 
death of a 27-year-old man whose 
remains were found in a field in 
Rothersthorpe, Northampton. 

Polish national Andrzej Kulesza 
[ pictured] was found on April 25,2011. 

He had disappeared from his London 


home in September 2010 after going 
to the shops. 

Coroner Anne Pember opened and 
adjourned the inquest into his death 
yesterday at Northampton Magistrates’ 
Court. Three men have been charged 
with kidnap and murder.

“While we will continue to work 
with the Saints on their traffic 
management system to build on 
the experience of last weekend, 
we feel bringing our kick off 
forward an hour is a common 
sense solution in the best inter¬ 
ests of all concerned.” 

Home fixtures for the two are 
due to clash again on December 
22, February 9 and February 23 
this season, while the Saints are 
hoping to put traffic management 
in place for all of their Saturday 
and Sunday fixtures.

EXCESSIVE handwashing, 
repeatedly checking doors 
are locked and fearing contami¬ 
nation from touching handles 
and light switches are all 
common anxieties associated 
with Obsessive Compulsive 
Disorder (OCD). 

Bev Sturdgess, 51, of 
Westminster Road in 
Wellingborough, has suffered 
with the condition since she was 
just 17. 

She said: “I first realised that 
something wasn’t right when I 
had to double and triple check 
that the doors were locked and 
all the appliances were switched 
off. 

“Yes, they were normal things 
that everybody does, but I did 
them an abnormal amount of 
times. 

“I also began to notice I had a 
fear of contamination so I began 
washing my hands over and over 
and avoided touching handrails 
in public. 

“There are few things worse 
that I can think of than using a 
public toilet but if I have to I 
make sure I always carry anti¬ 
bacterial gel so I can clean my 
hands. 

“It really affected my every day 
life as everything I did revolved 
around my anxieties. 

“I knew something wasn’t right 


but it took me a long time to find 
out what it was.” 

Bev was finally diagnosed with 
OCD after visiting her doctor and 
describing her daily routines. 

After asking about what 
support there was she was told 
about the Northamptonshire 
OCD Support Group and decid¬ 
ed to attend. 

Eighteen months later she is 
the co-ordinator of the self help 
unit - and says that it has 
changed her life. 

She said: “I starting going to the 
meetings and found that they 
really helped. 

“The group provides a real 


opportunity to talk to people 
who understand exactly what 
you are going through. 

“As everyone who attends has 
OCD in some form, I really felt 
that I could speak openly about 
things that were concerning me, 
or anxieties I had. 

“No one judged me, in fact they 
supported me and shared with 
me techniques that they use to 
deal with their problems. 

“If I needed to get up and wash 
my hands, I could do, it wasn’t a 
problem. 

“At the moment there is a 
nucleus of around six people 
who attend meetings every

month but sometimes up to 18 
can come. 

“It really is free and easy, if 
someone has had a bad week or 
wants to share something that is 
bothering them, then they can. 

“But if you don’t want to share a 
problem, you can just come and 
listen and have a nice cup of tea 
and a biscuit. 

“Sometimes we don’t talk about 
OCD at all and just end up put¬ 
ting the world to rights - it might 
sound silly but it all helps.” 

Having spent a number of years 
not knowing that she had OCD 
before being diagnosed by a doc¬ 
tor, Beverley would encourage 


anyone with the disorder to give 
the group a go. 

“I would advise anyone consid¬ 
ering coming to a meeting to 
grab the bull by the horns and 
do it. 

“If it doesn’t work for you, at 
worst you have wasted an 
evening, but if it does it could 
change your life like it did mine. 

“We are looking to extend the 
meetings to include social activi¬ 
ties, such as doing a pub quiz.” 

The next meeting is due to take 
place on Tuesday, at Anchor 
House in Regent Street, 
Northampton, between 7pm and 
9pm.

45PPERKI 
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Jail for jealous man in row over his girlfriend 


A JEALOUS boyfriend attacked a 
love rival with a knuckle duster 
outside his home. 

Michael Guzailek, 29, phoned 
his victim in the middle of the 
night telling him to come out of 
his Northampton home on 
November 11 last year. 

Guzailek, a Polish national, 
had become angry with the 
victim after he had contacted 
Guzailek’s girlfriend inviting her 
out on a date. 

Michael Waterfield, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “The defendant 
appeared and started punching 
the victim on the head; hitting 
him on the left side of his head 
and his ear. 

“That blow was certainly made 
with a knuckle duster worn on 



the fist. He was rendered uncon¬ 
scious and there were additional 
punches made.” 

It was heard that Guzailek has 


been saving money to pay com¬ 
pensation to his victim. 

Judge Richard Bray sentenced 
Guzailek to 15 months in jail. 

He said: “You attacked the 
victim at his front door. You 
struck him at least once with a 
knuckle duster. 

“He was knocked to the 
ground, unconscious. 

“He suffered several significant 
injuries to his face and jaw 
which has had considerable 
consequences for him. 

“The incident is aggravated by 
the fact that it took place at 
night, it was plainly premeditat¬ 
ed and was carried out with a 
nasty weapon. I bear in mind 
you are of previous good charac¬ 
ter.”

A BABY that had not been 
strapped into its car seat was 
discovered by cops as more 
than 80 drivers were caught 
breaking the law.

motorist had issues with their 
driving licence or no insurance. 

Two vehicles were found to have 
expired MOTs. 

Special Police Sergeant, 
Matthew Mumford from the 
Operations Tactical Unit, said: 
“The general response from 
people being pulled over was 
quite positive. 

“Passers-by popped over to chat 
and find out what was happening 
and why we were there. 

“Sadly 26 people have lost their 
lives on our roads so far this year, 
compared with only 19 in 2011. 

“This is 26 too many and we 
want to try to do all we can to 
prevent any further fatal colli¬ 


sions. While there hasn’t been a 
specific cause for the fatal colli¬ 
sions we have had, what has been 
identified is the growing trend for 
motorists to commit those 
offences we tackle in our Fatal 
Four campaign. 

“That is speeding, drink driving, 
failing to wear seatbelts and the 
use of a mobile phone whilst 
behind the wheel. 

“While we should be pleased 
with the results from Saturday, it 
is disappointing to see so many 
people caught still using a phone 
or not wearing a seatbelt. 

“A proportion of these stopped 
will face a fine and possibly 
points. 

“If drivers are eligible they may 
be offered a nationally recognised 
educational course.”

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Paedophile ex-Scout leader jailed

A FORMER Scout leader has been 
jailed for his part in a paedophile 
ring. 

Peter Malpas, 47, of Rides Court, 
Moulton, was one of three men who 
was given a prison term on Friday at 
Reading Crown Court. 

He was handed an indeterminate 
sentence, which means he will 
remain in jail until he no longer 
presents a risk to the public. 

Malpas will serve a minimum of 
five years and nine months having 
pleaded guilty to sexual assault by 
penetration on a child under 13 as 


well as possession and distribution 
of indecent images of children. 

Malpas was identified after a 
covert operation by Metropolitan 
Police uncovered other members 
which led to him. He was arrested 
on January 17 and charged. 

Detective Chief Inspector Noel 
McHugh of the Paedophile Unit at 
the Metropolitan Police said: “This 
has been an exceptionally challeng¬ 
ing and complex investigation that 
has covered several police force 
areas. 

“I would like to pay tribute not 
only to the Paedophile Unit, but to 
all those partner agencies that sup¬ 
ported this case: health, social care 


and education authorities; other 
police forces; Crown Prosecution 
Services; and most importantly our 
amazing victims. 

“Everyone involved has secured 
compelling evidence against these 
highly manipulative and dangerous 
individuals. 

“I believe that these defendants 
will have committed other offences 
and I would therefore urge anyone 
who believes they may have been a 
victim to have the confidence to 
report the incident to police. We are 
here to support and protect you. 

“The investigation team can be 
contacted direct on 020 7161 3871. 
Alternatively, call Crimestoppers on 


0800 555 111, ChildLine on 0800 
1111, report the matter to your local 
police station, or inform a teacher or 
trusted individual.” 

Nicholas Cordery, 63, from 
Wiltshire will serve a minimum of 
five and a half years and Anthony 
Flack, 54, of Bristol, will serve a 
minimum of five years after plead¬ 
ing guilty to conspiracy to rape 
charges. 

A fourth member of the gang, 
Simon Wyn-Davies, 38, a soldier, of 
Windsor, pleaded guilty on March 1 
to 22 counts of rape on a child under 
13, conspiracy to rape and distribut¬ 
ing indecent images of children. He 
will be sentenced on October 15.

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School joins in 
exam marking 
grade dispute

A COUNCIL and school have joined 
calls for a judicial review of the grading 
of this summer’s GCSE English exams. 

Northamptonshire County Council and 
Caroline Chisholm School in Wootton 
Fields, Northampton, are among a 
consortium of authorities, students and 
schools collectively making a legal 
challenge to obtain a review of the deci¬ 
sion to increase the Grade C boundary in 
the GCSE foundation paper by ten marks 
between January and June 2012. 

The group is taking action against the 
examinations regulator Ofqual and exam 
boards AQA and Edexcel, and calling for 
GCSE English exam papers taken in June 
this year to be regraded in line with those 
taken by their fellow pupils in January of 
this year. 

Alex Hopkins, Northamptonshire 
County Council’s director for customers, 
communities and learning, said: “It 
appears that students performing at 
exactly the same level in January and 
June have been given different results as 
a result of a decision to significantly 
adjust the grade boundaries. 

“This is a huge injustice to all those 
students who had every expectation of 
achieving a C grade without which their 
future opportunities, whether in learning 
or employment, could be compromised.” 

Tony Downing, principal of Caroline 
Chisholm School, said: “I have written to 



the chief executives at Ofqual and AQA 
exam board to tell them how disappoint¬ 
ed we are with the manipulation of exam 
results this summer. 

“The impact at Caroline Chisholm 
School is that 39 students who would 
have got a grade C in English were 
instead given a grade D. 

“These students would have got grade 
C for English if we had sent the course- 
work marks off earlier in the year, they 
had taken the exam with a different exam 
board, or they lived in Wales. 

“The exam board has offered a Tree of 
charge re-sit’ in November to anyone 
who was caught out this summer. I think 
that is a partial admission of guilt. 

“I think the exam authorities should 
now have the good sense to look again at 
the whole issue, re-grade the marks for 
students who have been unfairly 
penalised this summer and then set 
about improving things next year.”

Fruit-eating driver is 
jailed for coma crash

A MOTORIST put another driver 
in a coma when he swerved into 
the path of his overtaking car as 
he ate an orange and bent down 
to get a bottle of water. 

Nicholas Sherratt, from 
Wellingborough, admitted dan¬ 
gerous driving and was last week 
jailed at Northampton Crown 
Court. It was said that it was a 
‘miracle’ the other motorist sur¬ 
vived. 

Kevin Bulmer, 32, was put into a 
coma and spent five weeks in 
three different hospitals with 
numerous serious injuries. 



Michael Waterfield, prosecuting, 
said the accident happened on 
March 15 on the A5 at the junc¬ 
tion for Duncote, at around 
12.30pm between Sherratt’s van 
and Mr Bulmer’s Renault car. 

He said: “The defendant over¬ 
took several vehicles in excess of 
60mph followed by Mr Bulmer 


who tried to overtake the defen¬ 
dant. The defendant twice moved 
in front of him blocking his path.” 

He added: “Mr Bulmer made an 
attempt to overtake him; when he 
moved alongside him he moved 
to his right hitting Mr Bulmer’s car 
on the passenger’s side door.” 

Judge Richard Bray said: “I 
accept this was not a deliberate 
attempt to prevent overtaking by 
the other driver. Nevertheless this 
was clearly a very serious inci¬ 
dent.” 

Sherratt was jailed for 12 
months, disqualified from driving 
for three years and must pass an 
extended test before he is allowed 
on the road again.

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Relief for Ringing Ears 

New Discovery brings QUIET for most Tinnitus Patients 


It’s called tinnitus 
/tinD'tDs/, and it is the tinkling, 
ringing or hissing heard in one 
or both ears. And actually, it is 
not in your ears at all, it’s in 
your brain. It is estimated that 
1 in 100 people in the UK 
have tinnitus which persists 
most of the time, and severely 
affects their quality of life. 

A recent white paper 
published in the peer-reviewed 
journal the Hearing Review 
reports relief among 60 
percent of patients from a 
sampling provided by 230 
practitioner.

Where Does Head

“Tinnitus is likely triggered 
by random neural activity 
in the auditory cortex,” 
said Tim Evans, Managing 
Director at Hearing and 
Mobility Ltd. 

“It can be caused by noise 
trauma, allergic reactions, 
and sometimes strong prescrip¬ 
tion medications. 

While some head noise 
may subside after 12 to 20 
hours-after a day of operating 


a table saw ... or at the comple¬ 
tion of a brief regimen of 
prescription medication-with 
continual exposure tinnitus can 
become permanent.” 

According to Oregon 
Health Sciences University, 

90 percent of patients with 
severe tinnitus also possess 
hearing loss. Patients who do 
not seek help for their hearing 
loss will perceive a worsening 
of their head noise. 

“One major inadvertent 
tragedy is the belief that 
tinnitus cannot be helped,” 
said Sergei Kochkin, PhD, 
executive director of the Better 



Head noise is louder than 
ambient sounds to a listener who 
has a hearing problem. 

Hearing Institute. “People, in 
addition to not seeking help 
for their tinnitus, also do not 
seek help for their hearing 
loss specifically because they 
concurrently have tinnitus.” 

The report concludes that 
citizens with ringing ears 
should seek the help of a 
practitioner who is knowledge¬ 
able about treating tinnitus with 
hearing aids. Relief can now be 
achieved for most people. 


Relief is Here! 

A mild to moderate hearing 
loss causes the listener to 
experience a reduction in the 
awareness of ambient sounds. 
When head noise is present, 
this reduction in ambient 
sounds causes the head noise 
to seemingly increase. This 
study documents quantitative 
improvement achieved with 
the fitting of prescription 
hearing aids programmed 
with specific algorithms. 

All Hearing and Mobility 
Centres are staffed by 
practioners who have 
completed special training 
education courses in dealing 
with head noise said Tim 
Evans. Treatment comprises 
conducting an electronic 
hearing test, then importing 
the patient’s audiogram into 
test unit hearing instruments. 
The practitioner and the patient 
can then see what the hearing 
condition of the ears are and 
how hearing instruments 
would overcome the problems. 

Next, by increasing the 
amplification of low-level 
sounds as part of treatment

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School Matters - Open Days 

W hen it comes to choosing a school for your child 
the first thing to remember is: don't panic!

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 



Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 



Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address. If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 



The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

»Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

‘excite’ fans 


CHAMPIONSHIP leader Josh Brookes 
knows he can take nothing for 
granted ahead of the next round of 
the British Superbike Championship 
at Silverstone on Sunday as he looks 
to protect his slender lead. 

The Tyco Suzuki rider leads 
two-time series champion Shane 
Byrne by just two points heading into 
this weekend’s two races after both 
took one win each in the previous 
round at Assen. 

Brookes is aiming to secure his 
maiden BSB title and can take a big 
step towards that with some strong 
results at Silverstone. However, the 
Australian is well aware of his rivals 
snapping at his heels. 

“We have a two-point lead but that 
doesn’t mean much when it’s so 
close,” said the 29-year-old. 

“I have had great results at 
Silverstone before and enjoy the track 
a lot. Hopefully we can put on a good 
show that is as exciting for the fans 
as it will be for me.” 

Brookes and Byrne are among the 
six riders that can still be crowned 
champion heading into this weekend’s 
races. Just 49 points separate the top 
six in the standings, with 25 points on 
offer for a race win. 

Defending champion Tommy Hill, 
Alex Lowes, Michael Laverty and 
Tommy Bridewell are the others in 
contention ahead of the penultimate 
meeting of the year. 

Paul hails his 
‘best FI ever’ 

PAUL di Resta said Sunday’s 
Singapore Grand Prix was his “best 
day in Formula One so far” after 
claiming a career-best fourth place 
finish. 

The driver for the Silverstone-based 
Sahara Force India team timed his pit 
stops to perfection and came home 
four seconds behind third-placed 
Fernando Alonso. 

Di Resta had been running in the 
podium places at one point, but was 
ecstatic about securing the highest 
finish of his FI career so far. 

“This result is just what we needed 
and I want to say a massive ‘thank 
you’ to the boys in the garage who 
put in a huge effort, as always,” said 
the British racer. 

“We qualified well, raced hard and 
took advantage of a few retirements, 
but in the final stint we certainly 
showed that we had great pace. 

“I was very close to Alonso in the 
closing stages, but was just missing 
the pace to really challenge him for 
the podium.” 

It was a different story for team¬ 
mate Nico Hulkenberg, who got stuck 
in traffic early on before two safety 
cars in quick succession ended his 
chances. 

The German eventually finished 14th 
and out of the points scoring 
positions. The next race is the 
Japanese Grand Prix on October 7. 


Collins finds step up a challenge 


AS WITH any youngster moving out 
of the Academy to train with the 
first team at Northampton Saints, 
Tom Collins took a little time to 
adapt to his new surroundings. 

But now the young winger is set¬ 
tled he is quickly going about mak¬ 
ing a name for himself. 

After impressing for the 
Wanderers with his try-scoring 
prowess last season, Collins was 
invited to join the senior side for 
pre-season, travelling with them to 
France and playing in the friendly 
against Moseley. 

Stepping up from being around 
players his own age to working with 
some of the battle-hardened senior 
pros was daunting at first, but the 
18-year-old has now found his feet 


and is enjoying every minute. “It’s 
very hard to adapt, but once you’ve 
been in it for a week or two then 
you just get used to it,” said Collins.

“You’re probably a bit quiet at 
first, but once you get used to it 
then it is really good. It’s very phys¬ 
ically demanding, but you’ve just 
got to watch your load and what 
you do. 

“If you’re feeling tired then you 
might have to slow it down, but 
apart from that it’s all good.” 

Collins comes from a sporting 
background, although it was foot¬ 


ball rather than rugby that his 
father Darren excelled at, with his 
playing career taking in spells 
around the county with 
Northampton Town, Rushden & 
Diamonds, Kettering Town and 
Wellingborough Town. 

Now assistant manager at Blue 
Square Bet North side Brackley 
Town following a stint in charge of 
Cogenhoe United, Collins senior 
keeps a close eye on how his son’s 
career is progressing. 

He will no doubt be proud to see 
his son earning a call-up to the 
England Under-20 side over the 
summer, and last week saw 
Collins down at a camp with the 
national team along with fellow 
Saints Academy players Danny 


Hobbs, Will Hooley and Tom 
Stephenson. 

Collins was back in action with 
the Wanderers on Monday evening 
as they overcame Newcastle 
Falcons 19-17 in the A League at 
Blaydon, where they had to con¬ 
tend with wet and wild conditions. 

Playing with several of the senior 
Northampton players in those 
matches is helping Collins by allow¬ 
ing him to benefit from their expe¬ 
rience, while he knows that if he 
keeps impressing he could soon 
find himself involved on match day. 

“James Wilson started at the week¬ 
end and he has been playing 
Wanderers games, so it shows you 
how close you are to the action,” he 
said.

AFTER more than seven months 
on the sidelines, Courtney Lawes 
said of his first full 80 minutes for 
Northampton Saints since return¬ 
ing from injury: “It was really 
hard, especially the last 20 min¬ 
utes when they kept breaking 
through the line.” 

Having returned to the fold as a 
replacement away to Bath the pre¬ 
vious week, the England interna¬ 
tional was handed his first start of 
the season in the Aviva Premiership 
for Worcester Warriors’ visit to 
Franklin’s Gardens. 

Lawes managed to get on the 
score sheet with a try as the Saints 


seemed to be on course for a com¬ 
fortable victory, but he and his 
team-mates found themselves on 
the back foot for the final half hour 
as Worcester ran in four tries. 

Northampton still won 37-31, and 
Lawes said: “It was so exhausting 
trying to get back and defend, but 
it’s good to get a tough game in your 
first game back.” 

Rewind to June though and it was 
a different story. Having already 
been out since the 24-17 win over 
Sale Sharks on February 18 due to a 
shin injury, the 23-year-old then 
suffered an elbow injury in a freak 
training ground accident. 

That meant he missed all of the 
pre-season games and the first two 
league matches. 

“I had already been out three 


months prior to that and it was 
pretty gutting knowing that I wasn’t 
going to start the season with the 
boys,” said Lawes. 

“You don’t get any pre-season 
games in and that’s where you see 
where you are at that point in time. 

“I didn’t get any of that and just 
got thrown straight back into 
Premiership rugby, but thankfully I 
got into the swing of things pretty 
quickly. I’m just thankful for that, to 
be honest.” 

All being well, Lawes should 
retain his place in the team for 
tomorrow night’s home game 
against London Wasps and he is 
looking forward to locking horns 
with their forward duo Tom Palmer 
and James Haskell, who he sees as 
big threats. 


The Northampton pack has 
enjoyed a strong start to the season 
and Lawes has been impressed 
with how they have gone during his 
absence. 

However, he knows he will have to 
maintain a high level of perform¬ 
ance to stay in the side as a result. 

Lawes said: “It’s made it easier for 
me once I’m back in the team, but 
it’s harder to stay in the team 
because the pack is playing so 
well. 

“It puts a bit of extra pressure on 
you to perform well and keep your 
spot, so that’s where the toughness 
comes in. 

“At the same time it is very good to 
have seven other boys there that are 
performing well and have your 
back.”

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Boothroyd praise 
for Ben’s courage

AIDY Boothroyd praised Ben 
Tozer for choosing to play in 
Saturday’s draw with Chester¬ 
field despite the death of his 
grandfather in the week, hail¬ 
ing him as an example of the 
strength of character in the 
Northampton Town squad. 

With Ben Harding out 
injured, Tozer has cemented 
his spot in the Cobblers mid- 
field in recent weeks, although 
Boothroyd revealed he was 
prepared to let him sit out this 
game given the circumstances. 

But the 22-year-old wanted 
to play on and helped Town 
secure a point in the 0-0 draw 
at Sixfields. 

The manager singled out 
Tozer and the absent Clive 
Platt, who had been playing in 
previous matches despite 
being injured, for their atti¬ 
tude. 

“We have got the right sort of 
character who wants to play 
on,” said Boothroyd. 

“Death has an effect on peo¬ 
ple. I’ve had it before when 
players have lost relatives, and 
it can go either way, but I 
thought the performance he 
put in was very, very profes¬ 
sional. 

“He kept going. A lot of the 
lads probably didn’t know 
what he was playing on, but 
when you’ve got characters 
like Ben and Clive then you 
know when it comes to it and 
you’re in the trenches that they 
are going to be there for you. 

“I’m thrilled that we’ve got 
that sort of character at the 
club.” 

Northampton now head to 
Burton Albion on Saturday 
where striker Platt is likely to 
be available for selection. It is 
also the last game that loan 


signing Danny East is due to 
play before returning to parent 
club Hull City. 

Boothroyd has been 
impressed with the full back 
since he moved to Sixfields 
and has previously said he was 
keen to extend East’s initial 
month-long deal with the club. 

He was handed a recall to the 
side for the Chesterfield clash, 
having been forced to sit out 
the 1-0 win at Dagenham & 
Redbridge last week due to 
suspension after being sent off 
at Fleetwood Town. 

That meant right back John 
Johnson dropped to the 
bench, having only just made 
his return from injury, and 
while Boothroyd conceded he 
was unlucky, he was happy to 
give East a recall. 

The Cobblers boss said: 
“Danny was a little bit naive in 
many ways to get himself sent 
off with a referee very keen to 
get his cards out and he’s 
served his suspension. 

“Although Johnno did very 
well, I thought his energy 
might have just given us a little 
more of a threat going forward. 

“John has also been out for a 
couple of weeks and to go back 
in and do as well as he did - 
much like the team really - 
there was going to be a lull 
because of the games that we 
have had. 

“Some players need to be 
brought back in, some deserve 
to be back in and sometimes 
people need shaking up, and 
that’s the job that I’ve got. 

“Johnno is just unfortunate 
and he will take it on the chin 
because that is all part of being 
a professional footballer. 

“If any of the players sulk 
then I know what sort of char¬ 
acter they are. He certainly 
won’t do that and he’ll just get 
on with it.”

FIVE clean sheets in a row for Northampton 
Town in all competitions have helped Aidy 
Boothroyd’s men remain unbeaten in recent 
weeks, and while they could only draw with 
Chesterfield last Saturday the manager is 
nonetheless pleased.

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Mallinder: We can 
cope without Pisi

JIM Mallinder is confident that 
Northampton Saints will be able to 
cope in the absence of George Pisi 
after the Samoan centre was ruled 
out for at least several weeks with a 
shoulder injury. 

Pisi was forced off in last Saturday’s 
37-31 win over Worcester Warriors 
and will be sidelined for some time. 
The news comes less than a week 
after it was confirmed Ben Foden will 
be out for between ten and 12 weeks. 

It means Mallinder is again forced 
to shuffle his pack in the backs ahead 
of the visit by London Wasps to 
Franklin’s Gardens tomorrow night, 
but after strengthening in the mid- 
field over the summer he is not overly 
concerned about filling that void. 

The Saints director of rugby said: 
“We’ve got Dominic Waldouck and 
Luther Burrell, and Tom May has 
been playing well. Fie did when he 
came on against Bath and has had a 
couple of Wanderers games just to 
keep him going as well and he is real¬ 
ly on top of his game. 

“We’ve got the youngsters coming 
through as well, so we’ve got a num¬ 
ber of possibilities and the squad is 
looking good.” 

Mallinder and his staff will have a 
more accurate idea of exactly how 
long Pisi will be out for when they see 
how he responds to treatment, 
although he conceded that it could be 
from a few weeks to longer term. 


The club are also optimistic the 
26-year-old will not require surgery as 
full back Foden has done on his 
ankle. He underwent that operation 
on Tuesday, and subsequently took to 
Twitter to announce everything had 
gone well. 

Northampton have had some good 
news on the injury front, with power¬ 
house prop Brian Mujati now fully fit 
to face Wasps after being an unused 
replacement against Worcester. Jamie 
Elliott, James Craig and Sam 
Dickinson are also recovering well 
from their respective ailments. 

Despite their slow start to the new 
Aviva Premiership season, Mallinder 
is wary of the dangers that tomor¬ 
row’s opponents pose - particularly 
prolific wingers Tom Varndell and 
Christian Wade, as well as talented 
young centre Elliot Daly. 

He is also keen to avoid a repeat of 
the Worcester game - which saw 
Northampton lead 37-3 before sur¬ 
rendering four tries inside the last 
half an hour - as they bid to maintain 
their unbeaten start to the campaign. 

“You always strive for perfection 
and you don’t always get it, and prob¬ 
ably in some of the games we have 
not even played for 60 minutes, 
maybe even 40 minutes,” said 
Mallinder. 

“The game at the weekend was a 
good example. We went really well for 
60 minutes, made a few changes and 
probably took our foot off a little bit, 
and the opposition came back and 
played well. It’s something that we’ve 
looked at.”

Higgs says

SHANE Higgs admits it has been as 
much a mental as a physical battle for 
him as he nears a return to first team 
action following nearly nine months 
out injured. 

The Northampton Town goalkeeper 
suffered a ruptured Achilles just three 
games into his career with the club 
back in January and subsequently had 
to undergo surgery. 

However, on Tuesday he played his 
first full 90 minutes since then in a 
behind-closed-doors game against 
Peterborough United after an arduous 
journey back to fitness. 

“It’s probably just as hard because it’s 
a mental fight all the way through, 
trying to get yourself right from 
beginning to end,” said Higgs. 

“It’s a long, slow process so it’s now 
knowing that you’re good, making sure 
you are mentally right for games and 
taking your mind off the injury. 

“As experienced as I am, you do 
obviously get worried about the injury. 
It’s little psychological things like that 
you’ve got to go over, but as soon as 
we started playing I was back to 
normal.” 

The 35-year-old had made his long 
awaited comeback against Notts 
County’s reserve team two weeks 
ago, featuring in the first half, before 
playing the full game in the week. 

It may still be several weeks before 
he can feature in the first team, 
although Higgs has his sights firmly 
set on ousting on-loan goalkeeper Lee 
Nicholls. 

However, for now he is happy just to 
be playing again, saying: “It felt good 
and it was just nice to be back out 
there. I didn’t have much to do against 
Notts County reserves, but at least I 
was experiencing being out there on 
the pitch again. 

“It’s a good end of an injury, if there is 
such a thing, but it’s all going well.”
